AMMOT duPONT pleaded for “‘only a 
4 fair opportunity’’ at the Congress of Am- 
erican Industry which brought together some 
of America’s leading industrialists. 

With a positive touch of whimsy, he 
added: 

‘‘All that we ask is the same fair oppor- 
tunity to work that we believe should be 
given the humblest citizen.” 

To Mr. duPont, “the whole future is a gi- 
eantic question mark.” 

And all Lammot duPont and all the other 
duPonts that infest the shores of the Dela- 
ware raked in was $71,000,000 in dividends 
this year. 

Mr. duPont must be a Jacksonian Demo- 
crat at heart to be content with the same 
rights as ‘the humblest citizen,” after his 
family netted more money in one year than 
do a number of humble citizens equal to the 
total population of the State of Nevada. 

Or perhaps, Mr. duPont was thinking of 
the “fair opportunity” to work given the 
1.500 workers laid off by General Motors in 
Los Angeles. The duPonts control General

Shipowners Used Lockout 
ae bate i 

As Political Trick 

we THE. steam schooner lockout? 

Vit lasted only four days; obviously the 
shipowners never had any intention of tying 
up all the steam schooners on the coast, for 
only one ship—the James Griffith that started 
the ‘beef’ in San Pedro—was affected. Then 
why any lockout at all? 

The motivation behind this disturbance can 
be found in Washington, D. C., in several 
bills being introduced into the special ses- 
sion of Congress, designed at crimping the 
maritime unions and eventually destroying 
them. In these bills the shipowners propose: 

|. Compulsory arbitration, along the lines 
of the anti-strike Railway Labor Act. 

2. Placing the unlicensed seamen under 
the jurisdiction of the U. S. Coast Guard, 
with the objective (admitted by the bill's 
author, Admiral Wiley of the Maritime Com- 
mission) of eventually destroying the sea- 
men’s organizations on all coasts. 

In order to drum up agitation for this 
bill, the shipowners are trying to prove that 
the maritime workers need these halters be- 
cause they are ‘irresponsible.’ The next 
step would be to outlaw the unions because 
the seamen are ‘too iresponsible’ to run 
their own organizations. The shipowners hope 
to take Hitler's path. 

Here's where the steam schooner lockout 
comes in. The shipowners point to the James 
Griffiths incident as an ‘irresponsible’ exam- 
ple which forced the shipowners to declare 
the lockout. They had been praying for just 
such an incident so that a lockout could be 
declared, to use for propaganda for their ant- 
labor bills. 

It is up to the maritime unions (and the 
Teamsters Union, which is included in the 
compulsory arbitration bill) again to topple 
over the employers’ house of propaganda 
cards and expose their real aims—to destroy 
the unions. All possible support by other 
unions and by the people generally must be 
rallied NOW to block the shipowners bills. 
The people must speak immediately to their 
congressmen and_ senators, demanding that 
they vote ‘no’ on all shipowners’ bills. 


The Last Gangster— 
We Hope 


ha THOSE who doubted the authenticity 
of gangster films, recent news from Hol- 
lywood should serve as an illusionment. With 
Willie Bioff on the scene and his professed 
intimacy with producers, there is no reason 
for lack of realism in depicting the under- 
world. 

Willie, you may know, is self-appointed 
czar of 12,000 film studio workers. He 
would do better as technical adviser in cops 
and robbers pictures unless “The Last Gang- 
ster’ really is a finale. 

Willie has been hunted for murder. He 
was intimate with Chicago’s underworld dur- 
ing Al Capone's reign. He did a six-month 
rap for selling feminine charms in a less 
ethereal sense than Billy Rose does. 

Willie has many other talents, but none of 
them qualify him as a labor leader. 

Then why should he be a labor leader ? 
lt seems such a waste of talent and energy. 
Couldn't the studio workers make him happy 
again by sending him back to his native habi- 
tat in the red light district of Chicago?

NEW ELECTORAL SYSTEM WORK?

the Supreme Council (Soviet) 
of the Union and of the Coun- 


cil of the Nationalities was 
adopted on July 4, 1937, by the 
Central Executive Committee. It 
is based on the Stalinist Consti- 
tution. 

Every citizen of the Soviet Un- 
ion who has attained his or het 
18th year by poiling day is an 
elector, and possesses at the 
same time the right to be elect- 
ed, irrespective of race or Nna- 
tionality, of creed, degree of edu- 
cation, property status, social or- 
igin, or length of residence. The 
only persons excluded from the 
franchise are those sentences of 
less of electoral rights by the 
courts, or mentally deficient. 


Who Will Vote 


Every citizen has a 
all,’ whether workers, 
or intellectuals, take part in the 
elections.

Who Cheeses Candidates 


In accordance with the Con- 
stitution, Articie 141, this right 
is possessed by all the social or- 
ganizations of the workers, such 
as the Communist Party, all 
trade union organizations, cultur- 
al organizations, and al] other 
registered organizations of the 
Soviet people. 

This right is further possessed 
by every general meeting of the 
workers and employes of the 
works and factories, every meet- 
ing of Red Army soldiers in mili- 
tary units, every meeting of the 
peasants on the collective farms 
or of the workers on the Soviet 
farms. 


In a werd, every worker has 
the possibility of taking an 
active part in putting up the 
candidates, in his organization 
or at his place of work. 

It is the duty of the Constitu- 
ency Electoral Commissions to 
register for the election list 
every proposed candidate, with- 
out exception. Every citizen can 
enter a complaint to the super- 
ior Electoral Commission within 
iwo days of any refusal to reg- 
ister such a proposal. 


Nominating Simple 


All that is required from the 
meeting or organization propos- 
ing candidates is that the min- 
utes of the meeting and divis- 
ion be submitted. Nothing is re- 
quired from the candidates them- 
selves beyond their names and 
personal description. It is not 
property status, not sex, not na- 
tional origin, not age, and not 
official position, which deter- 
mine the possibility of being 
elected to this or that Soviet 
authority, but solely the person- 
al abilities and personal work of 
every individual citizen. 

Every organization or meet- 
ing selecting a candidate has 
unrestricted rights of free agi- 
tation in speech and writing 
for its chosen candidates, in 
the press, at meetings, and in 
processions. 


Election Day 


All over the country a non- 
working day is selected as poll- 
ing day. Voting takes place 
from 6 a. m) til midnight in 
every electoral district in the 
country. Every voter goes in 
person to the polling booth of 
his district, shows his identifica- 
tion papers (passport, trade un- 
ion or ¢oliective farm card), and 
after this has been found to cor- 
respond with the election list he 
is given a voting paper and an 
envelope. 

Now the eitizen has_ free 
choice of the candidate for whom 
he wishes to vote. The polling 
booths are so. arranged that 
every elector is alone. All agita- 
tion, or communication with a 
member of the Election Commis- 
sion is prohibited in the polling 
booth. Before polling begins the 
ballot box is locked by the chair- 
man of the electoral commission 
in the presence of eight to ten 
members of the electoral com- 
mission. 

After polling is completed, it 
is opened, and the last stage of 
the procedure begins: ceunting 
the votes. 

The candidate receiving the 
absolute majority of votes, that 
is to say, more than one-half of 
all the valid votes cast in the 
constituency, is elected. Should 
none of the candidates have an 
absolute majority, a special bal- 
iot will be held .within a fort- 


night between the two candi- 
dates who received the most 
votes. Should a.deputy leave 


one of the councils, a by-election 
is held in the constituency con- 
eerned within two months at 
most, on the same democratic 
basis.

LOYALISTS DISPERSE 
FOE WITH AIR RAID 


An air raid by Loy- 
fascist air base in 
the Balearics and the repulsing 
of a fascist thrust immediately 
west of Madrid were reported 
here by Loyalist headquarters. 

After ninety minutes of severe 
fighting, fascist attackers were 
driven back. It was the first 
renewal of direct combat for 
several weeks. 

Three insurgent planes 
destroyed in the Balearics 
it was further stated. 

With rains and winter weather 
blocking most operations on the 
northern Aragon front, fascist 
and government forces alike 
were resorting to air attacks 
Three times Franco planes 
bombed the American hospital 
base at Taracon, 50 miles from 
Madrid. Some $15,000 worth of 
equipment, including four ambu- 
lances, two service cars and 
Spare parts, was destroyed but 
no one killed.

OAKLAND—The Moore Dry- 
dock and Shipyard Co. in Oak- 
land has been practising the fol- 
lowing anti-union open shop 
stunt for years: 

Whenever there are small jobs, 
the local workers who have sen- 
iority rights in the yards go to 
work, but whenever there are 
big jobs the company ‘phones 
to a particular community in San 
Francisco and gets. what the 
company terms “special men.” 

“Special- “Special” Men 

When these ‘special men” ar- 
rive at the yard gate, the hiring 
bosses take them on first; the 
hiring bosses get the best of 
these “special men’ by giving 
them white hiring cards; the pre- 
ferred men in the “special” bunch 
in turn give them to the “spe- 
cial-special’’ men who go to the 
hiring window and get on the 
job without standing in the line 
formed by the local workers. 

In many cases the ‘special 
men” replace local men who are 
laid off when this bunch ar- 
rives. Still there would have 
been more or less of a closed 
shop if these “special”? men did 
not fall for the company anti- 
union propaganda. 

Need 100% Closed Shop 

The company has so far been 
able to divide the local and out- 
side workers to the point where 
the men do not know whether 
they are going forward or back- 
ward in union-building. 

These “special” men _ should 
get together with local workers 
and do something to stop all 
this reactionary trickery and 
make Moore’s Shipyards a 100 
per cent union closed shop.

Nazi Germany since ‘‘der Fueh- 
rer” has suppressed the unions, 
co-ops, Masons, ex-service men’s 
leagues, Socialists, Communists, 
ete. and has rewritten the Bible 
to suit himself. 


“Misunderstood” 


Strutting around in full re- 
galia, “heiling’ and giving the 
Nazi salute, they also very con- 
siderately explained how Hitler 
and Mussolini were misunder- 
stood and how badly they felt, 
especially the way the bad Com- 
munists in the United States were 
blaming them for the miserable 
living conditions in Germany 
and Italy. 

Accordingly, one of the main 
purposes of the Bund is to ex- 
terminate Communism by at- 
tempting to break up public 
meetings, like Fritz Kuehn, the 
leader of the Petaluma Bund, 
did some time ago. He was 
kicked out of a hall for stealing 
the fuses out of the building in 
an attempt to prevent the peo- 
ple from seeing a film telling 
the truth about what is happen- 
ing in Spain. 


Terrorist Group 


According to Schwinn, gentiles 
of German descent may join the 
Bund, which puts it on a par 
with the Ku Klux Klan, the 
Black Legion and other terror- 
istic organizations.

fered back and leg injuries. 
Endangered Girl’s Life 

Then, . after failing to. get 
through the lines, Savery fur- 
iously backed his car with . 18 
year old, 80 pound Jenny On- 
tiverous, striker, clinging precar- 
iously to a frail windshield 
wiper, swung his car around 
and drove at a_ tremendous 
speed, estimated as high as 90 
miles per hour, over a rough 
dirt road with the young girl 
in imminent danger of being 
thrown to the ground and pos- 
sibly killed. 

This girl has been employed 
at the plant for over two years. 

Savery ended his wild ride at 
the sheriff’s office. in Redwood 
City County Jail, where ‘he 
sought “protection” of the sheriff 
from the 80 pound Jenny and in- 
dignant pickets who had follow- 
ed in several cars, 


Sole Provider 


Miss Ontiverous, who was born 
in Kansas City, Mo., is the sole 
provider for her widowed 
mother and three young sisters 
and brothers, Her father died 
from lung trouble caused by 
industrial hazards at the local 
magnesia plant. 

After the sheriff’s office re- 
leased Savery without filing 
any charges against him, he 
was atresia on complaint of 
the union committee. 

Savery’s attempt to run the 
picket line was made notwith- 
standing that he had promised 
he would not ship out any 
mushrooms during negotiations 
with the union. 


Union Demands 

Forty workers, members of a
